Jlmerican  Board  of  Commigsion- 
ers  for  Foreign  Jlissions. 

Bkainerd,  III.  In  th«  order 
uf  time, this  is  the  third  Mission* 
arv  Station  established  by  the 
American  Hoard.  It  is  situated 
in  Tennessee,  Cherokoe  Nation. 
Rev.  Cyrus  Kingsbury  a  mis¬ 
sionary  under  the  direction  of 
the  Board,  proceeded  to  make 
preparations  fur  an  establish- 
meat  here  in  the  latter  part  of 
the  year  18l6,and  in  pursuance 
•f  his  instructions  he  communi¬ 
cated  the  designs  of  the  Board 
to  the  Heads  of  Departments, 
at  AVashington,  anu  solicited 
iheir  patronage.  It  is  worthy 
uf  memorable  record,  that  our 
Rulsrs  favored  the  designs,  and 
were  disposed  to  render  him 
•very  assistance  in  his  benevo¬ 
lent  enterprise,  which  the  laws 
would  permit ;  and  by  order  of 
the  President  of  the  United 
States,  the  Secretary  of  AVar 
made  the  following  official  state- 
Bieut  on  the  subject,  that.  “In 
the  first  instance,  the  Agent  (for 
Indian  affairs)  will  be  directed 
to  ercet  a  comfortable  school- 
house,  and  another  for  the  teach¬ 
er  and  such  as  may  board  with 
him,  in  such  part  of  the  nation 
as  will  be  selected  tor  the  pur¬ 
pose.  He  will  also  be  directed 
to  furnish  two  ploughs,  six  hoes, 
and  as  many  axes,  for  the  pur¬ 
pose  of  introducing  the  art  of 
cultiva*  •  n  among  the  pupils. 
AV  henwver  ke  Ls  informed  that 
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female  children  are  received, 
and  brougiit  into  the  school, and 
that  a  female  teacher  has  been 
engaged,  capable  of  teaching 
tliem  to  spin,  weave,  and  sew,  a 
loom  and  half  a  dozen  spinning 
wheels  and  as  many  pair  of  cards 
will  be  furnished.  He  will  be 
directed,  from  time  to  time,  to 
cause  other  school  houses  to  be 
erected,  as  they  shall  become 
necessary,  and  as  the  expec¬ 
tation  of  ultimate  success 
shall  justify  the  expenditure. 
The  houses  thus  erected,  and 
the  implements  of  husbandry 
and  of  the  mechanical  arts  which 
shall  be  furnished,  will  remain 
public  property,  to  be  occupied 
and  employed  for  the  benefit  of 
the  nation.  If  the  persons,  who 
are  about  to  engage  in  this  en« 
terprise,  shuald  abandon  it,  the 
buildings  and  utensils  which 
shall  have  been  furnished,  may 
be  occujiied  by  any  other  teach* 
ers  of  good  moral  character. 

I  The  only  return  which  is  ex¬ 
pected  by  the  Presideut  is  an 
annual  report  of  the  state  of4he 
school,  its  progress,  and  its  fu¬ 
ture  prospects.*’ 

Mr.  Kingsbury  also  saw  a 
Chief,  and  several  others  of  the 
nation,  who  were  very  desirous 
that  he  should  establish  a  mis¬ 
sion  and  school  among  them. 

In  such  auspicious  circum¬ 
stances,  he  arrived  at  Chicka- 
raaugah,  now  Brainerd,  Jan.  13, 
1817,  and  was  encouraged  by 
the  arrival  of  the  brethren.  Moo¬ 
dy  Hall  ajid  Loring  S.  AAAinaina 
with  their  wives.  For  the  time 
when  othors  juiueti  tkU  and  othr 
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er  stations  ainon»  the  Aborii^- 
nesof  our  country,  see  Monitor, 
pas;e  131. 

Oil  the  30th  of  June  follow- 
iii<;,  they  had  admitted  into  their 
t'niuily  ^2(i  children  to  be  instruct¬ 
ed  in  the  rudiments  of  the  Kny;- 
lish  Ian"uai!;e,  the  arts  ofcivil- 
i/.ed  life,  ami  the  principles  of 
the  Christian  religion.  “He 
sides  this  school,*’  say  they  at 
the  same  date,  “we  have  on  the 
Sabbath  a  school  for  black  peo- 

1  lie,  in  which  there  are  general- 
y  from  20  to  25,  mostly  adults, 
and  2('herokee  men, and  3  white 
men.  I'he  uomluct  ami  improve¬ 
ment  of  all  these  is  very  pleas¬ 
ing:  making  in  all  about  5G,  that 
are  occasionally  or  constant¬ 
ly  our  pupils. 

“We  have  preaching  on  the 
Sabbath,  and  our  congregation 
is  respectable  and  constantly 
increasing.  Last  Sabbath  there 
were  nearly  100,  most  of  whom 
•ould  understand  our  lan¬ 
guage.” 

On  the  last  Sabbath  in  Sept, 
a  church  was  formed  at  this  sta¬ 
tion  with  a  favorable  prospect  of 
•nlargement. 

'riie  Treasurerof  the  Hoard 
visited  this  station  in  May,  1818, 
and  communicated  the  follow¬ 
ing  account  of  the  church  to  the 
Corresponding  Secretary,  “Yon 
have 'been  informed  of  the  ad¬ 
mission  of  five  native  converts 
and  one  white  man  to  the  little 
church,  which  the  Lord  has 
planted  here.  On  the  first  Sab¬ 
bath  in  this  month,  Mr.  Hoyt's 
youngest  daughter,  who  had,  as 
was  hoped,  experienced  a  sav¬ 
ing  change  since  the  family  ar¬ 
rived  at  this  place,w'as  admitted 
to  communion.  At  the  same 
time,  a  black  woman  was  also 
admitted.  The  second  Sabbath 
after  my  arrival,  a  coloured  man 


was  added  to  the  church ;  «• 
that  it  now  contains  nine  [ler- 
I  sons,  whom  as  we  trust,  the 
j  Lord  has  called,  within  a  few 
1  months  past,  to  be  heirs  of  hit 
kingdom.*’ 

At  an  early  period  of  thin 
mission  the  Prudential  Commit¬ 
tee  of  the  Hoard  ap^minteil  a 
visitingcoininittee  of  three  high¬ 
ly  respectable  persons  in  the 
State  of  Tennessee  to  visit  thin 
station  and  report  their  viewi 
of  its  utility  and  progress. 
'Plieir  second  visit  for  tliis  pur¬ 
pose  was  in  December,  1810, 
when  they  made  the  followinj 
statements  and  remarks: 

“Since  the.  date  of  the  last 
Report,  tliere  have  been  con. 
siderable  imjirovements  made. 
Four  cabins  have  been  built  for 
the  accommodation  of  the  pupils, 
besides  a  large  cabin  house,  in 
w  liicb  the  girls  are  taught.  There 
is  also  the  frame  of  a  barn  rais¬ 
ed  and  covwed,  which  will  be 
coininodious  and  useful,  when 
finished.  The  whole  farm  ii 
enclosed  bv  excellent  fences, 
and  about  tliirteen  acres  of  fresh 
laud  have  been  cleared ;  eight 
of  wliicli,  w  e  are  informed,  have 
been  ilone  by  the  labor  of  bov« 
in  the  school,  in  the  morning  and 
evening.  The  last  season  the 
farm  was  cultivated  as  follows: 
six  acres  in  wheat,  five  in  rve, 
and  thirty  in  corn,  besides  po¬ 
tatoes  and  turnips,  and  a  large 
garden. 

“The  live  stock,  belonging 
the  station,  was  reported  to  us 
as  being  pretty  numerous;  and 
what  we  saw  was  in  good  con¬ 
dition.  There  are  ten  horses, 
seventy  horned  cattle,  thirty 
sheep,  and  hogs  of  all  si/.esa- 
bunt  one  hundred  and  titty. 
There  belongs  to  the  ststion 
some  other  property,  as  a  cart. 
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^  iliree  wapeons,  a  vokje  of  oxen, 

I  i.iriHiiig  utensils,  &.r.  ’ 

At  tliu  time  tlu*  number  of  bovs 
!  in  the  school  was  ;  nirls,  25* 
i  'I'be  Committee  further  state, 
‘•T’le  onlei  and  m>od  ronduct 
ut'tliese  children  in  school,  at 
t'h«  talde,  and  in  the  church,  are 
ti\.ii  e'.em|>larv.  Tlieir  cheer- 
ti.li.ess  in  yielding; obedience  to 
a.Ithat  is  rc<iuire<l  of  them.eith- 
tr  lu  «»r  out  of  school,  is  rarely 
e?;ri'cded  by  the  best  managed 
cliiidien  among  ourselves 
“'I'lie  uistructors  have  adopt¬ 
ed  a  method  *d'  treating  the 
I'hcUis  which  meets  our  most 
re-dial  a'pprobation,  and  must 
have  t’.ie  iiappiest  eiiect.  After 
^  supper,  they  arc  all  collected  in 
the  gu  ls’ school  house,  and  are 
seated  in  onler  on  the  right  and 
left,  and  in  front.  A  hymn  is 
sung  by  memory,  in  which  all 
join  ;  then  f|nestions  are  propos¬ 
ed  l»y  Mr.  Chamberlain  on  the 
first  principles  of  the  Christian 
j  rcligioH,  which  all  answer.  Then 
the  reasons  for  the  answer  which 
has  been  given  are  demanded. 
They  answer  again  in  the  lan¬ 
guage  of  Holy  M'rit.  After 
:  questioning  them  in  this  man¬ 

ner  awhile,  another  hymn  is 
sung;  then  rjuestions  are  pro- 
.  posed  again  in  the  same  man¬ 
ner,  thus  alternating  questions 
'  and  singing  an  hour  or  two.  The 
exercises  are  closed  by  praver. 
Perhaps  no  expedient  could  be 
chosen,  better  calculated  to  have 
I  the  children  remted  and  ground¬ 
ed  in  the  first  principles  of  our 
holy  religion,  than  tliis.  Your 
Committee  witnesseil  with  pe¬ 
culiar  sensations  the  effect  pro¬ 
duced  on  some  of  them.  They 
,  were  attentive,  solemn,  and  ten¬ 
der,  even  to  tears. 

“An  excellence  in  the  man- 
I  iigeuient  of  tliis  raissionaiy  sta- 
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tinn  is,  that  the  pupils  are  not 
only  taught  reading,  writing, 
arnl  arithmetic,  with  the  princi¬ 
ples  and  worship  inculcated  in 
the  w  (trd  of  God, — but  they  are 
instructed  in  the  most  useful 
arts  of  civili'/.ed  life.  T'he  bovs 
learn  the  use  of  the  hoe  and  the 
axe,  while  the  girls  learn  the 
use  of  the  s|)inning  wheel  and 
needle.  T'heinstructress  of  the 
girls  informed  us,  that  since  the 
iCth  of  March  last,  the  girls  had 
made  eighty  garments,  such  as 
shirts,  pantaloons,  &c.  without 
including  smaller  articles  ;  that 
thev  had  pieced  thirteen  hrd- 
quilts,  and  quilted  nine.  AVe 
examined  a  part  of  this  work, 
and  it  appcareil  to  be  well  done.” 

The  concluding  part  of  the 
Committee’s  rejiort  show  how 
their  hearts  were  affected  by 
what  they  heard  and  saw. 

“Are  not  the  wilderness  and 
the  solitary  place  beginning  to 
be  glad,  and  the  desart  to  re¬ 
joice  ami  blossom  as  the  rose? 
Here  the  ransomed  of  the  Lord 
arc  returning  and  coming  to 
/ion  with  songs — literally  wiih 
.song-s— and  ev  crlastingjoy ;  they 
have  obtained  joy  and  gladness, 
and  sorrow,  and  sighing  have 
tied  away.  It  is  enough  to  warm 
a  heart  of  ice  and  dissolve  a 
heart  of  stone,  to  sec  and  hear 
li  oin  these  late  savages  of  the 
forest,  the  evidence  of  all  con- 
(|uering  trace  on  their  hearts. 
Has  not  the  Ihuinl — has  not  the 
Christian  public — already  re¬ 
ceived  an  ample  reward  lor  all 
tlie  toil  and  expense,  to  which 
they  have  submitted,  even  if  an¬ 
other  iiiimortul  being  should  not 
be  gathered  into  the  fohl  of  the 
great  ^^hepherd  and  Hishop  of 
our  souls  ? 

On  the  whole,  your  Commit¬ 
tee  are  more  and  mere  conviucr 
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eJ  of  the  practicability  of  civil¬ 
izing  aim  christianizing  this 
long  neglected  people.  They 
are  capable  of  every  noble  feel¬ 
ing  ot  oar  nature  to  a  high  de¬ 
gree  of  the  wannest  alfcction, 
tenderness,  and  gratitude.  Tlie 
children  are  sprightly  and  saga¬ 
cious,  and  on  inauy  subjects,  dis¬ 
cover  an  excellent  judgment.” 

In  April,  182U,  a  school  wa.4 
•stublislied  at  Creek  Path,  anil 
conducted  by  Catharine  Krown, 
a  converted  Cherokee,  who  has 
since  been  joined  by  Rev.  Wni. 
Potter  and  wife.  This  school 
is  a  hundred  miles  >V.  S.  W.  of 
Brainerd.  There  is  a  small 
church  at  this  place.  The  last 
report  of  the  IVudential  Com¬ 
mittee  of  the  Board  says,  con¬ 
cerning  this  station,  "Among 
the  most  remarkable  displays  of 
divine  grace,  which  the  history 
of  missions  furnishes,  is  to  be 
reckoned  the  hopeful  conversion 
of  Mr.  John  Brown  and  so  ma¬ 
ny  members  of  his  family.  Five 
years  ago,  not  an  individual  of 
this  familv  knew  anv  thing  of 
the  Gospel.  In  the  lieart  of  a 
heathen  country,  most  of  them 
knew  notliing  of  the  language, 
in  which  alone  it  seemed  possi¬ 
ble  that  they  should  hear  the 
Gospel ;  and  the  father  was  ob¬ 
stinately  bent  on  removing  sev¬ 
eral  hundred  miles  into  the  wil- 
dernus  beyond  the  Mississippi. 
Yet,  at  this  day,  behold  both  pa¬ 
rents,  two  sous,  three  daughters 
and  a  son’s  wife, — eight  in  the 
whole,— apparently  Um  children 
of  Go^  ana  heirs  of  immortali- 
ty.” 

About  the  same  time  another 
school  was  established  in  this 
tribe,  at  Taloney,  by  Mr.  Hail 
and  his  wife ;  sixty  miles  S.  E.  of 
Brainerd.  ForHhelatestaccount, 
see  his  letter,pagel  IbufMonitor. 


The  number  of  scholars  in  the 
schools  is  various,  sav,  fro® 
150  to  200. 

During  the  past  year  their  op. 
eratinns  have  been  impelled  lor 
want  of  funds,  on  account  of 
sickness  and  needful  assistants. 
But  it  is  hoped  thev  are  rein¬ 
forced  before  this  time  by  the 

arrival  of  Mr.JohnC.Kllswonh, 
his  wife  and  sister,  and  Mr.  E- 
rastus  Dean  and  wife,  who  w'ent 
from  this  state  ;  also,  Mr.  Hen¬ 
ry  Parker,  his  wife  and  child, 
from  Ohio.  It  is  expected  that 
Mr.  Ellsworth  or  Mr.  Parker 
will  join  Mr.  Hall  at  Talunev, 
the  rest,  the  Mission  at  Rruineril.

Well  authenticated  comrounicatioat 
are  received  from  various  quarter*, 
that  the  Jews  are  awaking  from 
their  long  sleep  of  mibtlief,  and  are 
becoming  anxious  to  obtain  and 
understand  the  New  Testament;

that  the  time  is  not  far  distant, 
when  the  vail  shall  he  taken  from 
their  eyes,  and  they  be  broui;ht  in¬ 
to  the  fold  of  Chri.>>t.

From  the  London  Jtwith  Erpnsitor. 
INTKRKSTINO  COM  MUXtCA TIOS 
OF  DR.  PINKERTON,  RESPECT¬ 
ING  THE  JEW  S  IN  POLAND. 

The  intelligence  communicat¬ 
ed  by  Dr.  Pinkerton  to  the  Com¬ 
mittee  during  his  late  visit  to 
England,  was  of  a  very  inter¬ 
esting  kind. 

He  {Miintcd  out  on  the  map 
a  district,  comprehending  Uus- 
aia  and  Austrian  Poland,  and  a 
part  of  Turkey,  in  which  hesaiil 
at  least  THREE  MtEi-ioNs  of  Jew> 
were  to  lie  found. 

Among  theae  lie  declared 
tliere  is  ao  unusual  spirit  of  in 
quiry  upon  the  subject  of  Chrio 
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■anitv,  and  a  readiness  to  re- 
jeive’the  New  Testament  which 
surpasses  expectation.  As  he 
himself  travelled  tbrous;h  their 
Umns,  tlitjr  would  often  ex¬ 
claim,  “Here  comes  the  Bible 
nufi,  and  he  will  give  us  He- 
hrew  New  Testaments.” 

In  contirmation  of  this  state- 
Bicut,  he  read  an  extract  from 
I  letter  latelj  received  by  the 
Bible  Society,  from  the  Rev. 
Drs.  Henderson  and  Patterson, 
showere  at  the  time  of  w  riting 
it,  in  the  heart  of  this  district. 

They  wrote  that  at  “one  place 
fhere  there  were  16,000  Jews 
resident,  they  found  a  Bible  So- 
«iety  in  active  operation,  and 
»ao,  said  they,  do  you  suppose 
were  the  most  -/.ealous  support- 
rsofitr  The  Jews.  They 
further  declared,  at  among  an 
interesting  colonv  of  Karaite 
Jews  there,  tliey  found  the  He¬ 
brew  Testament  in  general  cir¬ 
culation,  and  that  they  spoke  of 
it  with  the  greatest  respect; 
And  they  added,  that  wherever 
they  came  in  those  parts,  their 
lodgings  were  actually  besiegfd 
by  Jews,  who  came  asking  for 
tlie  Hebrew  New  Testament. 

Tndcr  'these  encouraging 
circumstances,  Dr.  Pinkerton 
most  affectionately  and  solemn- 
Iv  pressed  upon  the  Committee 
tlie  necessity  of  strenuously  cul¬ 
tivating,  under  the  divine  bless¬ 
ing,  tins  promising  Held.  Cir¬ 
culate,  said  he,  the  New  Testa- 
Hieiitsas  widely  as  possible,  and 
above  all,  send  out  as  many  well 
rjualiHed  Gentile  missionaries 
as  you  can.  Sow  your  seed 
plentifully,  and  send  forth  your 
laborers  with  earnest  prayer  for 
a  blessing.  Leave  the  result  to 
Gml.” 

We  can  only  add  that  it  is  the 
Mraest  desire  of  our  Commit¬ 


tee  to  follow  the  advice,  and 
comply  with  the  reriuest  of  this 
experienced  counsellor:  if  the 
Christian  Church  will  enable 
them  to  do  so,  bv  the  increasing 
liberality  of  their  contributiono 
and  support. 

Rev.  Levi  Parsons  residc-d  at  Jeru¬ 
salem  about  three  luunths  Iroiii  Feb¬ 
ruary  last  to  May;  says  the  Mis¬ 
sionary  Herald,  “About  to  leave 
this  interestiiic;  place,  he  mentions 
the  following  facts  and  circuuistua- 
ces.” 

“Before  leaving  the  city  1 
must  say,  that,  in  many  respects 
my  time  has  passed  pleasantly 
since  my  arrival  at  the  Holy 
City.  My  health  1  think  was 
never  better  for  three  months 
in  succession.  If  1  had  been 
better  furnished  with  Bibles  and 
tracts,  I  might,  by  the  divine 
blessing,  have  greatly  extend¬ 
ed  my  usefulness.  As  it  res¬ 
pects  gaining  and  imparting  in¬ 
formation,  this  is  indeed  the 
centre  of  the  W'orld.  T’he  sta¬ 
tion  must  not  be  relinquished. 
The  door  is  already  open.  Dif¬ 
ficulties  must  be  expected  ;  but 
the  good  resulting  from  a  mis¬ 
sion  established  here  will  be  aa 
infinite  reward. 

“May  8.  Early  this  morning 
visited  the  Bishops,  and  took 
my  leave  of  them.  They  said, 
“We  wish  to  see  you  soon  again 
in  this  city.”  Left  the  city  at 
6  o’clock  by  Jaffa  gate.  As  1 
ascended  the  hill  w'cst  of  the 
city,  I  turned  to  take  another 
view  of  the  dearest  spot  on  earth. 
The  words  of  David  were  fresh 
in  ra^  mind,  “i/*  I  shall  find  fa¬ 
vor  in  the  eyes  uf  the  Lord,  he 
will  brinff  me  again,  and  shew 
me  both  it  and  his  habitation,'^ 
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For  the  Monitor.

As  von  have,  some  time  since, 
publislicd  a  “general  view  <»f  re¬ 
vivals  in  Vermont,”  it  may  be 
gratilying  to  your  readers  to 
hear  something  further  of  the 
work  of  divine  grace,  in  some  of 
those  towns  to  which  you  refer. 

In  Jericho,  as  you  observed, 
the  revival  commenced  in  March 
of  the  last  year,  and  continued 
thro  the  summer,  but  some 
lime  since  has  appeared  to  come 
to  a  close.  Vet  through  aboun- 
ing  grace  they  are  allowed  to 
reckon  100  converts 

In  VVestford  the  work  com¬ 
menced  in  June,  and  has  con¬ 
tinued  through  the  season.  Here 
also  100  have  hopefully  experi¬ 
enced  renewing  grace  ;  and  the 
work*  in  some  degree,  still  con¬ 
tinues. 

In  Milton  were  a  few  instan¬ 
ces  of  hopeful  conversion  dur¬ 
ing  the  summer.  .Some  time  in 
the  autumn,  the  work  became 
more  apparent ;  and,  in  some 
parts  of  the  town,  very  gcmeral 
and  powerful.  As  it  still  con¬ 
tinues,  I  am  not  able  to  state 
<lefinitely  the  number  of  hope¬ 
ful  converts  ;  but  it  is  consider¬ 
ably  more  than  1<00. 

In  Williston  the  attention 
commenced  during  the  summer. 
For  a  considerable  time  past 
the  work  has  been  increasing  ; 
and  they  are  now  permitted  to 
reckon  ab(mt  60  converts. 

In  this  town  the  revival  com¬ 
menced  the  first  of  June,  and 
eteadily  progressed  nearly  thro’ 
the  season  ;  but  for  some  time 
past  has  been  considerably  abat¬ 
ed.  It  has  not  been  character¬ 
ized  by  any  remarkable  feature  ; 
but  has  been  an  orderly,  a  deep 
and,  apparently,  a  thorough 
work  of  the  Divine  Spirit,  in 


leading  the  subjects  to 
and  to  feel  the  deptl>  of  tliejl 
tiepravity,  and  to  embrace  the 
Doctrines  of  Grace,  'rinouirh 
the  sovereign  go<»diiess  of 
we  are  alloweel  to  niimher  alKtot 
130  hopeful  converts.  Alrcadt 
30  have  joined  the  Hapt^ 
Cluirch ;  and  73  have  united 
with  the  Congregational  t'liurck 
But  some  of  these  have  revived 
an  old  hope.  It  is  expected  th« 
a  considerable  number  m»re 
will  make  pr()fe8sion  of  their 
faith  during  tlie  present  season. 

As  a  fruit  of  tlie  revival,  the 
family  altar  is  erected  in  30  fam¬ 
ilies.  ’rius single  fact  will  show, 
in  a  great  degree,  the  heneSt 
resulting  from  the  revival  of  re¬ 
ligion  in  the  town. 

There  are  other  towns  in  t!iii 
county,  in  which  there  has  been 
some  “refreshing  from  the  pres¬ 
ence  of  the  Lonl.”  But  1  am 
not  sufficiently  actpiainted  with 
the  particulars  to  give  a  state¬ 
ment.  In  view  of  this  great  anti 
precious  revival  in  this  vicinitv, 
we  have  indeetl  reason  to  ex¬ 
claim,  “what  has  God  wrought-”

ces  of  liberality  towards  relig¬ 
ious  objects,  which  we  are  per¬ 
mitted  to  record,  theKditor  no¬ 
tices  with  grateful  8ensatloB» 
the  liberal  donation  of  his  pa¬ 
rishioners  on  the  1st  instant, 
which  consisted  of  the  following 
items:  Mtmies,  gl7.
